GOODS AND SERVICES (PRICE CONTROL) BILL 
POWER TO FIX MAXIMUM PRICES OR PROFITS 


APPLICATION TO MANUFACTURERS, 
WHOLESALERS AND’ RETAILERS 


The President of the Board of Trade, when he announced 
in the House of Commons his intention to introduce further 
legislation for the control of prices, explained that condi- 
tions had greatly changed since the Prices of Goods Act was 
passed in the autumn of 1939 and that, in particular, the 
supplies of goods available to the public had had to be 
sharply curtailed. The Prices of Goods Act had worked 
satisfactorily up to the present in keeping prices generally 
at a reasonable level in relation to costs, but in the altered 
circumstances a further measure of price regulation was 
needed. 

The Goods and Services (Price Control) Bill, which was 
introduced and given its first reading in the House of 
Commons on 11 June, is therefore designed to give the 
Board of Trade greater powers of control over prices 
(other than food prices) than are provided in the existing 
Act and to effect a number of improvements in the system 
of price regulation set up by that Act. 

Any attempt to control prices must involve dealing with 
many particular cases, which cannot be individually pro- 
vided for in an Act of Parliament. The Bill is therefore in 
the main an enabling Bill, intended to give to the Board of 
Trade, in consultation with the Central Price Regulation 
Committee, general powers which they can apply to par- 
ticular goods by Order. 

The most important provision of the Bill will give the 
Board of Trade the power, which they do not possess under 
the prices of Goods Act, to fix for any kind of goods 
maximum prices or maximum percentage margins of profit 
for manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers. These powers, 
and, in particular, the power to fix maximum prices will be 
used, to begin with at any rate, mainly for dealing with a 
comparatively restricted range of more essential goods 
such as certain articles of clothing and boots and shoes for 
which maximum prices can readily be fixed, though their 
use will not necessarily be confined to articles of this kind. 
For other goods the Prices of Goods Act will continue to 
apply, subject to certain relatively unimportant amend- 
ments, and the Central and Local Price Regulation 
Committees set up under that Act will continue to enforce 
the provisions both of that Act and of the new legislation. 


SuMMARY OF MAIN PROVISIONS 


The following paragraphs summarise the main _pro- 
visions of the Bill. 


CLAUSE 1: Maximum Prices ror Goops 


Sub-sections (1), (2) and (4) enable the Board of Trade to 
fix by Order the maximum prices to be charged in the 
course of any business for goods of any description. Orders 
may either specify the maximum price in pounds, shillings 
and pence to be charged for particular articles by the manu- 
facturer, the wholesaler and the retailer respectively ; or 
alternatively they may limit the percentage margin of gross 
profit which a trader may add to the cost price of his goods, 
or, as will probably be more convenient in the case of manu- 
facturers, the margin of net profit in relation to costs, and 
in such cases the Order may specify how costs for the pur- 
pose of the calculation are to be arrived at. Before making 
an Order under this Clause the Board of Trade must consult 
the Central Price Regulation Committee, and all orders 





when made must be submitted to Parliament (see Clause 17). 

Sub-section (3).—In order to ensure that the public know 
their rights a retailer may be compelled (as he is in the 
case of many foodstuffs) to exhibit a notice in his shop 
showing the maximum prices which have been fixed for 
articles sold by him, or to bring them to the notice of his 
customers in some other manner. 

Sub-section (5) together with the First Schedule, gives a 
person who has been overcharged a civil right to recover 
the amount of the overcharge if (a) there has been a 
successful prosecution of the seller in respect of a sale of 
similar goods and (b) the Order fixing the price does not 
state a maximum in pounds, shillings and pence (in which 
case the buyer ought to have known that he was being 
overcharged and should have no right to recover) but by 
reference to a percentage margin or in some other way. 

Sub-section (6) makes it an offence to sell, offer to sell or 
agree to sell goods in contravention of orders made under 
the Clause, but provides that an offer or agreement to sell 
followed by a sale constitute a single offence, and that it 
shall be a defence for a person charged to prove that he 
acted on instructions in the course of his employment as a 
servant or agent of another person. The effect of this 
provision is to relieve from liability the shop assistant who 
contravenes the Act on the instructions of his employer. 

Sub-section (9) provides that any permitted prices which 
have been specified for goods by order under Section 5 of 
the Prices of Goods Act shall automatically become 
maximum prices under the Bill. 

Sub-section (10).—The power to fix prices and margins 
does not apply to sales by auction or to the sale of goods 
intended for export. 


CLAUSE 2: Maximum CHARGES FOR SERVICE 

This Clause gives the Board of Trade powers similar to 
those in Clause | to fix maximum charges for service of any 
kind performed in relation to goods. Services are defined 
in Clause 19 (2) as inc‘uding the hire of goods and the sub- 
jecting of goods to any process. The clause is intended 
primarily to enable the Board of Trade to deal with the 
charges for such services as furniture storage, boot repairing, 
laundry work and cleaning. 

Sub-section (4) —Similar rights of recovering the amount 
of an overcharge are given to those conferred by Clause 1 (5) 
in respect of goods. 

CLAUSE 3: Seconp-Hanp Goons 

Sub-section (1) gives the Board of Trade power if they are 
satisfied that excessive prices are being charged for second- 
hand goods of any description to require dealers in those 
goods to be registered and to prohibit their sale except by 
registered persons. 

Sub-section (2) enables the Board to refuse to register or 
to strike off the register persons who appear to have charged 
excessive prices for the second-hand goods in question or 
to have been a party to any practice calculated to raise 
their prices unduly. Persons who are refused registration 
or are struck off the Register have a right of appeal to a 
Referee to be appointed under the Second Schedule of the 
Prices of Goods Act. Registration of second-hand dealers, 
if it proved necessary, would be carried out locally and 
Orders made under the Clause may apply to a particular 
locality.

CLAUSE 4: RESALE OF GooDs 

Sub-section (1) enables the Board of Trade to stop the 
repeated re-sale at the wholesale stage of goods in short 
supply with resulting inflation of prices. The Board may 
make Orders prohibiting sales from one wholesaler to 
another or from one retailer to another or from a retailer 
back to a wholesaler, but the Clause is designed to ensure 
that the normal course of trade from the manufacturer 
direct to the retailer or through a wholesaler to the retailer 
is preserved unhindered. In any Orders which are made 
under the Clause, provision must be made for allowing 
accommodation between wholesalers and between 
retailers provided that no increase in price results. 

Sub-section (2) enables the Board of Trade to deal with 
commissions paid to intermediaries in connection with the 
Limitation of Supplies Orders. Those people bring together 
wholesalers who have unused quotas and manufacturers or 
other wholesalers whose quotas are exhausted but who wish 
to dispose of further goods. Their activities do not justify 
the payment of large commissions which increase the prices 
of the goods sold. The position of genuine agents and 
commercial travellers will not be affected.

CLause 5: Basic Prices ror PRICE-REGULATED Goops 

Sub-section (1) enables the Board of Trade to fix basic 
prices for any description of goods which are price-regulated 
under the principal Act. It is necessary to take this power 
because a large number of goods will continue to be dealt 
with under the Prices of Goods Act, and it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to establish the basic price of goods 
sold on 21 August 1939 as required by that Act. In many 
cases the quality or style of goods has changed ; in others 
it is uncertain whether similar goods were or were not being 
sold at that date. The provisions in the existing Act for 
varying the method of ascertaining the basic price are 
inadequate. 


CriauseE 6: Items or Cost 

This clause enables the Board of Trade to amend by 
Order the First Schedule of the Prices of Goods Act which 
specifies the items of cost that can be taken into account 
in determining the permitted increase under that Act. 
At present the Board have power only to add to the 
Schedule ; under this Clause they will have power to make 
Orders altering or omitting items which are already included 
in it. The clause provides that any such Orders must be 
laid before Parliament in draft and require a resolution of 
both Houses before they can take effect. 

CLAUSE 7: GOODS INTENDED FOR EXPORT 

This Clause makes an exception to the general rule that 
neither the Prices of Goods Act nor the present Bill apply to 
goods intended for export by providing that packing 
materials and containers for goods intended for export shall 
be subject to both the Act and the Bill notwithstanding 
that they are ultimately exported. 


REPLACEMENT OF SECTIONS OF Prices oF Goons Act 

Clause 8 replaces Section 11 of the Prices of Goods Act. 
It places on a seller of price-controlled goods an obligation 
in the case of a transaction relating to several goods or 
services for which an inclusive price is quoted to state 
separately the amount which he assigns to each. The 
clause applies to offers to perform services as well as to 
offers to sell goods ; it differs from Section 11 of the prin- 
cipal Act mainly in giving the Board of Trade or a Price 
Regulation Committee as well as the person to whom 
the offer is made the right to require a separate statement 
of prices. 

Clause 9 replaces Section 12 of the Prices of Goods Act 
which has proved in practice unsatisfactory in certain 
respects. The clause makes it an offence for any person 
who has a stock of price-controlled goods to refuse to sell 
them or, if asked whether he has such goods, to deny that 
he has them or to use words or give any other indication 
calculated to lead the buyer to suppose that he has not got 
them or will not sell them. It is also made an offence to 
offer to sell such goods subject to a condition requiring the

purchase of other goods, or to any other conditions excep; 
a condition that the buyer shall pay for them at once and 
take delivery within a reasonable time. It is provided that 
a seller may refuse to sell or sell conditionally if to «& 
otherwise would be contrary to the normal practice of his 
business or would involve a breach of some lawful obligatioy 
or would interfere with arrangements made by him for the 
orderly disposal of his stocks among his regular customers, 
CLAUSE 10: Evasion 

This clause is designed to prevent evasion of the Act by 
means of barter transactions or the transfer of goods by 
mortgages and pledges. 

Sub-section (1) prohibits the transfer of price-controlled 
goods if affected by barter or part exchange, but it will not 
interfere with legitimate part exchange if effected by cross 
sales. These cross sales will of course be subject to the 
provisions of the Acts. 

Sub-section (2) similarly prohibits the transfer by barter 
or part exchange of the right to redeem goods which have 
been pawned or hypothecated. 

Sub-section (4) provides that where there is a transfer for 
a money consideration of an interest in price-controlled 
goods which have been pledged, pawned or mortgaged, 
there shall be deemed to have been a sale of those goods at 
a price ascertained as provided by the subsection. 


ENFORCEMENT OF PROVISIONS 

Clause 11 applies to the Bill with necessary alterations 
the provisions of the principal Act about enforcement by 
Price Regulation Committees. The effect of it is that con- 
traventions of the principal provisions of the Bill and any 
Orders made under them will have to be investigated in 
the first instance by the Local Price Regulation Committees 
and referred through the Central Committee to the Board 
of Trade who alone can take proceedings and only if recom- 
mended to do so by the Local and Central Price Regulation 
Committees. The duty is placed on Local Committees to 
keep under review the prices of goods and the charges for 
services in their areas with a view to recommending the 
Board of Trade where necessary to make orders controlling 
them either under the Bill or under the principal Act. 

Clause 12 authorises the Board of Trade to appoint 
inspectors for the purpose of enforcing the Prices of Goods 
Act and the new legislation. The inspectors are given the 
usual powers to enter business premises, inspect goods, and 
to require the production of books and documents and the 
furnishing of information. Their duty will be to detect 
offences and collect evidence ; they will in no way supersede 
the Local Price Regulation Committees. 

Clause 13 enables the Board of Trade to make Orders 
requiring traders to furnish invoices for any price-controlled 
goods which they sell and to prescribe what particular 
material for the enforcement of the Act the invoices must 
contain. An Order may lay an obligation on the buyer, 
if he does not receive an invoice, to ask his supplier for 
one, and if he fails to obtain it to inform the appropriate 
authority of the fact. The clause applies only to transac- 
tions in the course of a business on both sides and there 
will be no power to compel retailers to give invoices for 
ordinary retail sales to members of the public. 


CLausE 14: Books anp Accounts 

Sub-section (1) gives the Board of Trade power to require 
any person or class of persons carrying on business in price- 
controlled goods or performing price-controlled services, 
to keep such books and accounts as may be specified. 
It is not intended to require traders generally to keep any 
special records for the purpose of price-regulation, but the 
power is necessary to prevent attempts to evade the Act 
by persons who deliberately keep no books. 

Sub-section (2) gives the Board of Trade power to require 
any person carrying on a business which includes the selling 
of goods, whether price-controlled or not, to produce to 4 
properly authorised person such books and accounts and 
to furnish such information as may be reasonably required 
for the purposes of the Act. 

Clause 15 provides penalties for persons who fail to

produce documents or to give information when required 
to do so or who give false information. 


CLAUSE 16: GENERAL PENALTIES UNDER THE BILL 

Penalties are provided for offences under the Bill for 
which no other penalties are expressly provided. It 
follows closely the provisions of Section 7 of the Prices of 
Goods Act; the penalty for an offence is, on summary 
conviction, imprisonment for a term not exceeding three 
nonths or a fine not exceeding £100 or both, or on indict- 
ment imprisonment for a term not exceeding two years or 
a fine not exceeding £500 or both. As in the principal Act 
on a third or subsequent offence the Court may, on the 
application of the Attorney General, disqualify the offender 
from carrying on business. In the case of a limited company 
the directors and officers are liable for contraventions of 
the Act unless they can prove that the contravention was 
committed without their consent or connivance ; and on 
conviction on indictment there is no limit to the fine which 
may be imposed on a limited company. 


CLAUSE 17 : Boarp or TRADE ORDERS UNDER THE BILL 

Sub-section (1) provides that Orders made by the Board 
of Trade under the Bill must be made after consultation 
with the Central Price Regulation Committee. This 
Committee contains representatives of both traders and 
consumers as well as ‘independent members and the 
provision ensures that Orders will not be made without 
proper consideration for the interests of those who may be 
affected by them. 

Sub-section (2) provides that any Orders made under the 
Bill (except Orders under Clause 6 for which an affirmative 
resolution is necessary) must be laid before Parliament and 
may be anulled by resolution of either House within 40 
days.

CLAUSE 20: EXPRESSIONS USED IN THE BILL 

This clause defines certain expressions used in the Bill. 
Price-controlled goods means all price-regulated goods and 
any goods for which a maximum price has been fixed under 
the Bill. 

Sub-section (4) says that a person carrying on a business 
(who is generally made responsible for any contraventions 
of the Bill) includes a manager of a business employed by 
the person who is technically carrying it on. It is however 
provided in Clause 16 (2) that where such a person is 
charged with an offence under the Act it shall be a defence 
for him to prove that the contravention was committed 
by some other person without his consent or connivance 
and that he exercised all reasonable care to prevent the 
commission of the offence. 


CLAUSE 23: DURATION OF THE BILL 

This clause deals with miscellaneous matters of which 
the most important is the limit on the duration of the Bill 
to the same period as the principal Act—until the date 
declared by Order in Council to be the end of the present 
emergency. 

PRICES OF GOODS ACT, 1939* 

The principal Order specifying the goods which are now price- 
regulated, came into force in June 1940 (S. R. & O. 1940 No. 685, 
price ld.). This applied the Act to all kinds of clothing and boots 
and shoes, and to the materials used in their manufacture, in so 
far as their prices were not already controlled by the Ministry 
of Supply. It also covered hardware, household textiles and 
requisites, domestic furniture, drugs, soap, surgical and _ toilet 
requisites, and many miscellaneous consumption goods. Since 
then building bricks and certain A.R.P. requisites have been 
added to the list of price-regulated goods. (See 8. R. & O. 1940 
Nos. 1806 and 1965, price 1d. each).

STIMULATION OF EXPORTS TO UNITED 
STATES 


INDUSTRIAL AND EXPORT COUNCIL 
REPRESENTATIVE 


The President of the Board of Trade, in order to co- 
ordinate and stimulate the efforts that are being made both 
in this country and in the United States to maintain the 
fullest possible volume of export trade to the United States 
of America has decided, after consultation with His 
Majesty’s Ambassador at Washington, to appoint to that 
country a representative of the Industrial and Export 
Council. 

Sir Kenneth Lee, who is at present in the United States, 
has accepted the President’s invitation to fill this appoint- 
ment. He will report to the President as Chairman of the 
Industrial and Export Council. 

The functions of the Council’s representative will be to 
take all proper action to stimulate the purchase of United 
Kingdom goods in the United States and, as far as possible, 
to co-ordinate the activities of all United Kingdom organisa- 
tions interested in the export trade to that country. He 
will wish to make contact with industrial and commercial 
organisations of the United States and for that purpose will 
Visit the more important centres. 

Sir Kenneth Lee will keep in the closest possible touch 
and work in co-operation with the Commercial Counsellor 
of His Majesty’s Embassy and also with H.M. Consul- 
General in New York and the British Empire Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Sir Kenneth Lee’s headquarters will be in New York at 
587 Fifth Avenue, in the same building as the British 
Empire Chamber of Commerce. 








NoTE 

Sir Kenneth Lee, who was born in 1879, is Chairman of 
Tootal Broadhurst Lee Co. Ltd., Manchester. He has served on 
a number of Government Committees, including the Committee 
appointed in 1919 to examine the question of Government 
machinery for dealing with trade and commerce. He was 
Chairman of the Inter-Departmental Committee on Patents in 
1921, member of the Royal Commission on the Coal Industry 
1925 ; member of the Committee on Education for Salesmanship 
1913, and member of the United Kingdom Trade Mission to 
Egypt in 1931. He served for some time since the outbreak of 
the present war as Director-General of the Ministry of Informa- 
tion and was a member of the recent trade Mission to South 
America under the leadership of Lord Willingdon. 


CONTROL OF CHLORATES 

The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Chlorates 
(No. 1) Order (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 827, price 1d.) con- 
trolling purchases and sales of chlorates (salts of chloric 
acid) and all substances containing not less than 10 per 
cent. by weight of free chlorate. Sales of the controlled 
material must not be made unless the seller holds a licence 
authorising him to dispose of the material or unless the sale 
is made to a person who holds a licence authorising him to 
acquire the material. Any enquiries and applications for 
licences should be addressed to The Chlorates Control, The 
Ministry of Supply, Raw Materials Department, Warwick. 


COTTON SPINDLES LEVY 

The Board of Trade, with the consent of the Treasury, 
have made the Cotton Spinning Industry (Spindles Levy 
Deferment) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 706, price 
1d.) by which the payment of the last of the four instalments 
by which the spindles levy for the year commencing 14 
September 1940 is payable under Section 5 of the Cotton 
Spinning Industry Act, 1936, is deferred. 
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LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES (WOVEN 
TEXTILES) (No. 7) ORDER, 1941 


SUPPLIERS OF WOOL GOODS 


The Board of Trade have already announced that they 
are prepared to issue licences under the Limitation of 
Supplies (Woven Textiles) Order enabling registered 
persons to supply 15 per cent. of the wool goods they 
supplied in the twelve months ended 31 March 1940, 
instead of 30 per cent. of those they supplied in the first 
standard period. To save registered persons the trouble of 
applying for individual licences they have issued a General 
Licence (8S. R. & O. 1941 No. 821, price 1d.) under which 
registered persons can avail themselves of this arrangement 
without making special application to the Board. 


STANDARD PeRtIop RETURNS 


The time allowed for completion of the standard period 
return under the Limitation of Supplies (Woven Textiles) 
(No. 7) Order on form W.T. 5 has been extended by six 
weeks, and it may now be rendered not later than 15 July 
1941.

FUR PROCESSING REGISTRATION 
LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES REQUIREMENTS 
Under the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 11) 

Order, 1941,* every chaimbermaster or other person who 
subjects fur skins not belonging to him to any process 
(whether or not fresh material belonging to him is added) 
whereby fur apparel is produced is a “ manufacturer” of 
controlled goods for the purposes of the Order. He must, 
therefore, apply to the Board of Trade for registration. 
The persons who should apply include (a) everyone who 
makes fur coats, capes, ties or any other kind of fur 
apparel, whether the skins belong to him or not, and 
(b) everyone who repairs or remodels any such fur apparel. 
A person so registered is entitled to receive unrestricted 
supplies of controlled goods of the class for which he is 
registered, but is required to limit the supplies which he 
makes to unregistered persons in accordance with the 
Order. 

Applications for registration should be addressed to the 
Industries and Manufactures Department 2, Board of 
Trade, Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth, from whom forms of 
application can be obtained.

WAR RISKS INSURANCE ACT, 1939 (PART II) 
COMMODITIES INSURANCE SCHEME 


IRON AND STEEL GOODS VOLUNTARILY 
INSURABLE 

The Board of Trade announce that from 3 July each of 
the paragraphs in the following list will be treated as a 
separate heading for the purposes of voluntary insurance 
in Group C of the application form. (Form C.LS8. 29.) 

If a manufacturer or trader desires to insure any goods 
in the list which are insurable in relation to him under the 
scheme, he must insure all his insurable goods in the 
separate headings he selects. 

17. Iron and steel of the following descriptions :— 

17A. Pig-iron. 

17B. Ferro-alloys, other than in powder form. 

17C. Ingots, billets, blooms and slabs; tin plate bars and 
sheet bars. 

17D. Plates, coated or uncoated, whether fabricated or not. 

17E. Sheets, coated or uncoated ; tinplates, terne plates, 
black plates and silver finished plates. 

17F. Angles, channels, tees, joists, piling sections and other 
sectional material, whether fabricated or not. 

17G. Goods of the following descriptions (not including 
bright steel): Rounds, rods, wire rods, squares, 
hexagons, flats and all other sections and shapes. 
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17H. Bright steel goods of the following descriptions: 
Rounds, rods, wire rods, squares, hexagons, flats and 
all other sections and shapes. 

17J. Bolts of $ in. in diameter and over, unmachined; 
rivets of 4 in. in diameter and over, unmachined. 

17K. Rails, sleepers, fishplates and sole plates. 

17L. Hot rolled hoop and strip. 

17M. Cold rolled hoop and strip. 

17N. Tyres, axles and wheels. 

170. Goods of the following descriptions (not including 
bolts, rivets, nuts, washers, screws or spikes) : Tron 
castings (except where wholly or partly machined; 
steel castings; forgings; stampings (except where 
wholly or partly machined) ; pressings. 

17P. Colliery arches and pit props. 

17Q. Hot finished wrought iron and steel tubes and 
standard fittings therefor, however made; cast iron 
pipes and standard fittings therefor; malleable cast 
fittings for pipes and tubes. 

17R. Assemblies of plates and sectional materials as com- 
ponent parts of structures. 


CONSUMER RATIONING ORDER, 1941* 
INCREASED SUPPLIES TO SMALL SHOPS 


Following discussions between the President of the Board 
of Trade and wholesale and retail traders, arrangements 
have been made to assist the provision of further supplies 
to the small shopkeeper. 

During the period up to 28 June for cloth and 21 June 
for other rationed goods, the supplies which the wholesaler 
can deliver on large orders from any one retailer without 
surrender of coupons were limited by the Consumer 
Rationing Order to goods represented by 10,000 coupons 
in order to encourage the distribution of supplies among 
the smaller shops. The only limit under the Order was 
that the wholesaler or manufacturer should not deliver in 
this way more than one-sixth of his six months quota. 
On the representations of the wholesalers that if the limit 
were modified they would be able to make a further sub- 
stantial contribution to the small shops, this proportion 
has been increased from one-sixth to one-quarter. 


BESPOKE CLOTHING AND FooTwEAR 
The period during which bespoke clothing and footwear 
ordered before 1 June may be delivered without the sur- 
render of coupons has been extended to 21 June. In all 
such cases there must be a note of the order made before 
1 June.

RATIONED CLOTHING 


UNIFORM CLOTHING AND FOOTWEAR FOR 
MECHANISED TRANSPORT CORPS, W.V.S. AND 
Y.M.C.A. 


The following arrangements have been made to permit 
members of the above Organisations to obtain their essential 
personal requirements of rationed uniform clothing and 
footwear without coupons during the period until final 
arrangements have been made :— 

Officers of the M.T.C. and officers and members of the W.V.S. 
may obtain supplies of uniforms without coupons by signing a 
statement on the back of the trader’s bill that the articles men- 
tioned represent their essential personal uniform requirements. 
Non-commissioned officers and drivers of the M.T.C. may obtain 
similar facilities provided that the statement is countersigned 
by their Commanding Officer. Members of the M.T.C. should 
not act on the foregoing until they receive instructions from 
London Headquarters. Uniforms may be issued to officers of 
the Y.M.C.A. only with the signed authority of the National 
Women’s Auxiliary Headquarters, Y.M.C.A., 8 Palace Street, 
London, S.W.1. These signed statements serve the retailer in 
lieu of clothing coupons. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR HOSPITALS 


As a result of representations made by the British 
Hospitals Association, and pending the conclusion also of 
definitive arrangements, supplies of rationed goods to 
voluntary hospitals and other hospitals not covered by 
existing arrangements, may be made by traders without 
coupons against a letter of certificate to the effect that the goods, 
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which must be specified as to quantity and type, have been 
supplied to the institution for its use. 

The words in italics.are in amendment of the notice 
published in last week’s ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal.” 


PRISONERS OF WAR PARCELS: CLOTHING FOR 
NEXT-OF-KIN 

Arrangements have been made between the Board of 
Trade and the War Organisation of the British Red Cross 
Society and the Order of St. John to enable next-of-kin to 
send clothing and footwear in their quarterly parcels to 
prisoners of war. 

Next-of-kin must use their own coupons for the purchase 
of any new articles, but on the receipt of the parcel at the 
packing centre at 14 Finsbury Circus, London, E.C.2, 
coupons will be returned to them to replace those used in 
this way. The next-of-kin when sending in their parcels 
must include a statement of the number of coupons used 
for each new article, which will be compared with the 
schedules issued by the Board of Trade. The decision of 
the War Organisation as to the number of coupons to be 
returned to senders of parcels will be final. 


PARLIAMENTARY QUESTIONS ON 
RATIONING OF CLOTHING 
CLOTHES FOR PERSONNEL LEAVING 
FORCES 
In the House of Commons Captain Sir Ian Fraser asked the 
President of the Board of Trade if he would grant a special 
clothes ration to officers and men who have recently left, and in 
future will leave, the armed forces on account of disability, 
invaliding or discharge so that they may have a reasonable 
stock of clothes on their return to civil life. 
Mr. Oliver Lyttleton replied that this and other related 
questions are being considered by the Board of Trade in consulta- 
tion with the Navy, Army and Air Force Authorities. 


ARMED 


LOSSES BY FIRE, THEFT AND LAUNDRY 

Sir John Mellor asked if the President of the Board of Trade 
would explain the position as regards the replacement of rationed 
clothing of persons who suffer losses by fire, theft and laundry. 

In reply Mr. Lyttleton stated that persons desiring to obtain 
extra coupons to replace essential clothing and footwear lost by 
fire, theft, or laundry, should apply by post on a form (for the 
present C.R.S.C.1) to the nearest Collector of Customs and 
Excise, whose address and the form of Application may be 
obtained from the nearest Information Centre of the Local 
Authority. Applicants are required to furnish on the form 
particulars of the essential articles of clothing and footwear 
they still possess, which will be taken into account in considering 
claims to extra coupons. 

Sir J. Mellor: Will my right hon. Friend say whether they will 
get coupons sufficient for 100 per cent. replacement ? 

Mr. Lyttleton: Not 100 per cent. replacement of what their 
previous stocks were, but coupons for essential clothing. 

Mr. Glenvil Hall: Will my right hon. Friend say how long this 
procedure will take ? It appears that it may take months to get 
these replacements. 

Mr. Lyttleton: Special steps are being taken, and application 
will be dealt with by the local collectors within 48 hours. The 
total time taken will not be more than four days. 


WORKERS’ AND AIR-RAID VICTIMS’ CLOTHING 

Mr. Rhys Davies asked whether arrangements are being made 
within the new scheme for rationing to cover the cases of workers 
who, because of the nature of their employment, wear out their 
boots and clothing much quicker than others and for persons 
bombed out of their homes whose clothes are destroyed ; and 
what are those arrangements. 

Captain Waterhouse, Parliamentary Secretary of the Board of 
Trade, replied that manual workers receive the same number of 
clothing coupons as other members of the community, but their 
special needs are recognised in the exemption from coupons of 
certain types of clothing and the reduced number of coupons 
required for other types. My right hon. Friend is further investi- 
gating the question of special needs. 

Arrangements have been made with the Assistance Board and 
the Board of Customs and Excise to issue clothing coupons so 
as to permit bombed persons to replace their essential require- 
ments without cutting into their ordinary ration. 

Mr. R. J. Taylor: In view of the peculiar nature of miners’ 
work, will they have special consideration with regard to their 
clothing ? 

Captain Waterhouse: The hon. Gentleman will realise that 

here are a great many details that have to be gone into. They 
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are being sympathetically investigated, but I cannot give any 
specific assurance in that direction. 

Mr. Rhys Davies: Will the Parliamentary Secretary bear in 
mind that one pair of boots a year for a coal miner, steel smelter 
or quarry man is impossible ? 

Captain Waterhouse: Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Thorne: Will the same number of coupons have to be 
given up for a suit of the value of £7 as for one of the value of £4 ? 

Captain Waterhouse: Yes, Sir. 


FAMILIES’ AND MINERS’ NEEDS 

Mr. Cocks asked whether clothing coupons, like food coupons, 
can be used on a family basis, that is to say, if a husband does 
not wish to use all his coupons they can be used by his wife for 
her own requirements, and vice versa. 

Captain Waterhouse: Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Ness Edwards asked if the President of the Board of 
Trade would consider a relaxation of the coupons system in 
regard to the purchase of miners’ safety boots and other pro- 
tective clothing used in the mining industry. 

Captain Waterhouse : This question is under consideration. 


TRADERS’ STOCKS DESTROYED BY ENEMY 
ACTION 
Mr. Riley asked whether, in view of the destruction by enemy 


action of traders’ and merchants’ stocks, he will consider review- 
ing the operation of the Limitation of Supplies Order ; especially 
as the recent extension of rationing to many manufactured 
articles emphasises the need for such a review. 

Captain Waterhouse answered that the operation of the 
Limitation of Supplies Orders, so far as concerns goods covered 
by the Consumer Rationing Order, will be kept under constant 
review with the object of assisting the consumer rationing scheme. 
Even so, however, large stocks will still be liable to destruction 
unless wholesalers take action on the lines repeatedly recom- 
mended by the Board of Trade, that is, disperse their stocks by 
placing them in storage at retailer's premises or storing them in 
less vulnerable areas. 


JUVENILE UNIFORMS AND CHILDREN’S 
CLOTHING: EXPECTANT MOTHERS 

Mr. Harvey asked whether the President of the Board of Trade 
would sanction the purchase, under approved conditions, without 
the use of coupons, of uniform and kit for the use of boy scouts, 
scout cubs, girl guides and brownies. 

Captain Waterhouse, in reply, said that to allow for excep- 
tional wear and tear on children’s clothing and for growing out 
of clothes, such clothing is rated at fewer coupons than adults’ 
clothing. He regretted that pressure on supplies does not 
permit the further benefits suggested by his hon. Friend. 

Mr. George Strauss asked whether, in view of the fact that 
clothes for children under four years of age are unrationed, and 
many mothers knit clothes for their babies, he would consider a 
modification of his rationing scheme whereby mothers and 
expectant mothers will be able to buy a limited quantity of wool 
without presenting coupons, on the authority of a child welfare 
clinic. 

Captain Waterhouse : The question of the facilities needed to 
enable expectant mothers to obtain a special ration of knitting 
wool or other material is being urgently considered. Subject to 
this the coupons issued for infants are fully adequate for their 
requirements of knitting wool, piece goods and footwear. 


BRIDAL TROUSSEAU 
Sir Robert Gower asked if it is permissible for relatives of a 
family to pool their coupons with those of the family so as to 
give a bride a trousseau. 
Captain Waterhouse: Yes, Sir. 


WAR-TIME BUILDING SUPPLIES 

The Ministry of Works and Buildings has issued a List 
of Revisions, dated May 1941, to the Schedule of Require- 
ments for Government Departments (second edition, dated 
November 1940). Copies of the List may be obtained 
from H.M. Stationery Office, York House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, or other addresses given on the front page 
of this issue of the ** Board of Trade Journal,” or through 
any bookseller, price 1d. each, postage extra. 


IRAQ AND STERLING PAYMENTS 
The Treasury announce that in view of the improved 
position in Iraq, the directions making payments out of the 
accounts of residents in Iraq subject to permission are now 
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withdrawn. Residents in Iraq are, therefore, free to make 
sterling payments anywhere in the sterling area or to one 
another. Payments to Iraq by residents of the sterling 
area require permission in the usual way.

STEPS TO INCREASE COAL OUTPUT 

The Coal Production Council have written to the District 
Coal Production Committees, expressing their concern at 
the delay in increasing output. They make it plain that, if 
the Government’s plans for laying down a reserve during 
the summer are to be carried through it will be necessary 
to obtain an average weekly production from now to the 
end of October, substantially above the objective of 
43 million tons a week set before the industry by the Lord 
President of the Council on 27 March. 

The Council state that they have pressed the Government 
to take immediate action to increase the man-power of the 
industry, but such action will necessarily take time to affect 
output. In the meantime they impress upon every District 


and Pit Committee the imperative need for all possible. 


measures to increase output during the next five months, 
but most of all those which will produce immediate results. 
Steps should be taken to bring it home to both manage- 
ments and men that a continuance of production on any- 
thing like the present level must inevitably mean a choice 
next winter between hardship to the civil population and a 
curtailment of fuel supplies for essential war purposes. 

District Production Committees have been asked to send 
a copy of the letter at once to each Pit Production Com- 
mittee in their area. 


RETAIL COAL PRICES 

The Secretary for Mines announces that he has made the 
Xetail Coal Prices Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941, No. 798, price 
2d.), to take the place of earlier Orders of 1939 and 1940 which 
previously governed the control of retail coal prices. 

The new Order is designed to ensure greater flexibility in the 
control of prices than was provided by the previous Orders, and 
its main effect will be to give the Divisional Coal Officers a wider 
discretion in adjusting the local Price Schedules. It will also 
facilitate the fixation of uniform retail prices over a wider area 
than has usually been possible under the previous Orders. 


EXPLOSION AT WILLIAM PIT, WHITEHAVEN 
COLLIERY, CUMBERLAND 


Under the powers conferred by Section 83 of the Coal Mines 
Act, 1911, the Secretary for Mines has directed that a Formal 
Investigation shall be held into the Causes and Circumstances 
of the explosion which occurred in the William Pit, Whitehaven 
Colliery, Cumberland, on 3 June 1941. He has appointed 
F. H. Wynne, C.B.E., B.Sc., H.M. Chief Inspector of Mines, as 
Commissioner to hold the investigation. 





Trade and Industry—Continued. 
ACCIDENTS ON BRITISH RAILWAYS IN 1940 


The Director-General to the Ministry of War Transport states 
that the Annual Report of the Chief Inspecting Officer of Rail- 
ways shows that in train and movement accidents in Great 
Britain last year there were 453 fatalities as against 358 in the 
previous year. ‘Train accidents were remarkably few but 
included one which resulted in 27 fatalities. The deaths from 
train accidents were 40 passengers and 8 railway servants, as 
compared with annual averages for the previous five years of 
17 and 10 respectively. Among passengers the liability to 
casualty in train accidents was one killed in some 32-5 millions 
carried and one seriously injured in 28-3 millions. 

In accidents connected with the movement of railway vehicles 
exclusive of train accidents, 100 passengers were killed as com- 
pared with an average of 69 for the previous five years. The 
majority of these fatalities resulted from attempting to enter or 
alight from trains (28), falling from trains (31) and falling off 
platforms (12). It is stated that these accidents were mainly 
due to misadventure or were caused by want of caution on the 
part of passengers themselves. Of the 100 fatalities, 59 occurred 
after dark, and restricted lighting was stated to be a contributory 
factor in 25 cases. 

Apart from train accidents, railway servants suffered 281 
fatalities, against 249 in 1939 and an average of 228 for the 
five year period 1935-39. The black-out, it is stated, caused 
delay and congestion, and undoubtedly contributed to the 
incidence of accident. The year opened with a prolonged period 
of severe weather and much sickness, and the former directly 
accounted for 12 fatalities. 


MAINTENANCE OF SAFETY UNDER DIFFICULT CONDITIONS 

The Report refers to the high standard of safety maintained 
notwithstanding the difficult operating conditions under which 
depleted staffs were called upon to handle increased traffic, much 
of it in altered flow. The evacuation from France and the air 
raids of late summer and autumn added considerable strain, 
which resulted in some loss of efficiency and an increase in 
casualties not directly caused by enemy action. But the way in 
which all departments met the situation was beyond praise and 
justifies confidence for the future that services will be main- 
tained and repairs of bomb damage will continue to be effected 
with equal promptitude. Everything possible is being done to 
assist in improving operating efficiency and safety within the 
limits prescribed by war conditions. 

Norr.—As a measure of war-time economy the Report has not 
been printed and put on sale in the usual way. Copies, however, 
will be circulated to the Railway Companies and to the ‘Trades 
Unions concerned ; it will also be available for inspection at the 
Ministry of War ‘Transport Library, Metropole Buildings, 
Northumberland Avenue, W.C.2.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 
The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 


Calcutta, reports as follows on the weather and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated : 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON 
Caleutta, 8 June. Rainfall has been widespread, and heavy 
on the coast of north Madras, and in Assam, Bengal and Malabar 
on one day. The monsoon has extended over the country, and 
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is strong in Bengal and Mysore and active in Orissa, Bihar, East 
Punjab, the Bombay Deccan and Malabar. 
Bombay, 5 June. The monsoon has burst. 


Crop CoNnDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, 31 May. Heavy rain has fallen on the west coast. 
Crops are fair except on the west coast. 

Central Provinces, 31 May. The weather has been hot and 
cloudy with light showers. The sowing of paddy continues. 

Bihar, 2 June. Rain has fallen in Champaran and Purnea. 
The new sugar-cane crop is in fair condition. 

Orissa, 2 June. Light rain has fallen in Cuttack and Balasore. 
The sowing of jute and paddy is progressing. The sugarcane 
and gingelly crops are thriving. 

Punjab, 2 June. There has been light rain in Hissar, Rohtak, 
Ambala and Amritsar. The condition of crops is unchanged. 

Sind, 7 June. There has been no rain. The sowing of cotton 
is going on. 

Bombay, 7 June. The monsoon has been active in Konkan. 
Good rain has fallen in the south. 

Assam, 9 June. The weather has been rainy ; prospects are 
fair except in flooded areas. 

Bengal, 4 June. Moderate to heavy rain has fallen. The 
sowing of autumn crops is progressing. Heavy rain has damaged 
some crops in north and east Bengal.—T'rade Commissioner for 
India in London.

(see ‘* Board of Trade Journal” of 7 November, 1940) by the 
insertion of the following item at the end of sub-paragraph (6).

The effect of this amendment is that importation of these 
goods from British Empire sources is no longer permitted under 
the terms of the Open General Licence. 


CANADA 
GOODS MADE IN CANADA 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa reports that 
Memorandum Series D. No. 51, M.C.R. 55, issued by the Dominion 
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Department of National Revenue on 1 May 1941, states that 
wallboard with a density of 34 lbs. and over per cubic foot has now 
been ruled to be of a class or kind made in Canada. 


MAURITIUS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


A Supplement to the “ Mauritius Government Gazette” of 
26 April 1941 contains a copy of an Order (Government. Notice 
No. 97 of 1941), having retrospective effect as from 1 January 
1941, which makes the following provisions :— 

No goods shall be imported into the Colony unless 

(a) in the case of goods; whether of Empire origin or not ; 
consigned from any foreign country, or Canada, Newfoundland 
or Hong Kong, the importer has previously applied for and has 
been granted a licence by the Mauritius Supplies Control Board 
which permits him to import them ; 

(b) in the case of goods consigned from any Empire country 
other than Canada, Newfoundland, or Hong Kong, the importer 
produces (i) a certificate (hereafter referred to as a “ certificate 
of Empire content ’’) signed and issued by the manufacturer or 
supplier of such goods stating that they contain at least 25 per 
cent. of Empire labour and material in the factory and works 
costs and that the final process of manufacture thereof has taken 
place within the Empire, or (ii) has previously applied for and 
has been granted a licence by the Mauritius Supplies Control 
Board which permits him to import them ; 

(c) in the case of goods manufactured or produced in Canada, 
Newfoundland, or Hong Kong, whether they are consigned from 
the country of origin or any other Empire country, the importer 
has previously applied for and has been granted a licence by the 
Mauritius Supplies Control Board which permits him to import 
them 

The certificate of Empire content should be in the same form 
as the combined certificate of value and origin, as published in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 22 September, 1938, and 
should be produced when the goods are entered at the Customs. 

The notice appearing in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
12 December 1940 (page 367) is cancelled.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1941 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1941, which comes into operation on 18 October 
1941. 

The Act provides, inter alia, that all goods other than those 
made or produced in the Union, which are marked or labelled 
in the English or Afrikaans language, shall bear an indication 
of the country of origin with a statement that such goods were 
made or produced there. 

Provision is also made whereby the Minister may by notice in 
the *‘ Government Gazette’ prohibit the importation into and 
the sale in the Union of any goods unless one or more of the 
following requirements have been complied with : 


(a) there shall be applied to them in a manner specified in 
the notice words stating clearly the country in which 
they were made or produced, or, if the manner in 
which the words shall be applied is not so specified, 
the words shall be applied to the goods in a con- 
spicuous manner ; 
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(b) they shall, if they bear any mark specified in the notice, 
conform to such standard as may be prescribed in the 
notice ; 

(c) there shall be applied to them in a conspicuous manner 
words stating clearly the material of which they are 
composed ; 

(d) there shall be applied to them in a conspicuous manner, 
if, after they have been used, they have been recon- 
ditioned, rebuilt or remade, whether in the Union or 
elsewhere, words specified in the notice, stating clearly 
that they have been reconditioned, rebuilt or remade, 
as the case may be. 

Before issuing any such notice the Minister must, however, 
afford an opportunity to interested persons to submit repre- 
sentations.

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. . 


SHort-TeRM CREDITS 


The Department’s Comprehensive Guarantee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrangement 
85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a proportionate share 
of all recoveries from the debtor’s estate. 

For a supplementary premium an exporter can obtain an 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of exchange 
restrictions abroad, but also against the special risk of transfer 
arising from war conditions abroad. 

In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department offers, 
either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guarantee or 
as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss through 
the inability of the exporter to ship owing to insolvency of 
the buyer or the imposition of import regulations, or war, 
or the like catastrophe. 

All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
** All-in War Emergency” guarantee, which also secures the 
exporter against loss due to derivation or frustration of shipments. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. transaction 
are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Government 
war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within a period 
of six months. 


CrEDITS TO PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETC. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Guarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. The war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; but while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 
consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field.
